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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 9/19/2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 9, 10 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Iwamoto 
(US Patent No. 5,635,947). 

As to claims 9, 16, Iwamoto discloses a computer system comprising: a wearable (Fig. 3, 
also see col. 4, lines 1-8); and wearable display device (100a, 100b, Fig. 3) provided 
independently of the wearable computer, wherein the wearable display device includes: a display 
monitor (24 A, 24a, 70); and a display controller (12A, 12a) which controls the display monitor 
and draws in a memory display data to be displayed on the display monitor based on drawing 
command information from the wearable computer, wherein the wearable display device has a 
headset-mounted casing wearable on a person's head (col. 4, lines 2-6); the headset-mounted 
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casing is provided with a camera (5A, 5a); and the wearable display device further includes a 
transmitting unit (2) which transmits an image captured by the camera (15A, 15a0 to the 
wearable computer; a visual line detecting unit (4) which detects a user's visual line position; 
and a control unit (6) which controls an image capturing direction of the camera based on a 
detection results of the visual line detecting unit so that the camera can capture an image 
corresponding to the user's visual line position (col. 4, lines 22-32). 

As to claim 10, Iwamoto discloses the wearable display device further includes a unit for 
causing an image captured by the camera to be displayed on the display monitor via the display 
controller (12A, 12a); and visual line detecting unit is configured to detect the user's visual 
position with respect to a screen (70) of the display monitor.
